of Britain's Hanoverian rulers. 


There is speculation that

Elizabeth II, had the papers re- 
moved to his private archives. 


An intriguing point 'is tffat they 


were removed more than 20 years 
ago—and weren't missed. 


The marriage of George 
IV— 


then ruling Britain as prince re- 
gent in place of his mad 
father 


George III—is one of the spiciest 
fragments of British history. 
It 


was a state marriage of conven- 
ience and he met his bride, Prin- 
cess Caroline Emillia of Brunswick 
WoffenbjAttel, only a few hours be- 
fore the wedding. 


They parted in 179C, just

year alter the marriage and after 
the birth of a daughter, Princess 
Charlotta August. 


George slipped easily back into

West Is Going 
to Build Dam 
for Egypt 


;, CAIRO, Egypt (fft —The West and 
not ths Soviet Union is going to 
help Egypt build its vast high dam 
on the Upper Nile River, the big- 
gest construction project in Egyp- 
tian history.'

Egypt agreed yesterday to ac- 


cept a 200-million-dollar loan from 
the^ World Bank to help finance the 
huge construction three miles wide 
and 300 feet high. With that, the 
way was eased for the 
United 


States and Britain to supply an- 
other 200 million dollars in direct 
grants for the project, expected to 
cost $1,300,000,000. 


Egypt will put up the rest. 
Western diplomats hailed 
the 


agreement as an important victory 
over the Soviets in the battle for 
influence in the strategic Middle 
East. The Russians also had of- 
fered to help build the big dam at 
Aswan, GOO miles up the Nile from 
Cairo. 


Some Egyptian officials saw the 


agreement as evidence of their 
government's determination to re- 
main neutral in the East-West cold 
war. 


"We 
bought our big arms con- 


signment from the Communist bloc 
last fall," one said. "To balance 
that we prefer having the West 
build the high dam." 


A joint communique announcing 


the preliminary agreement was is- 
sued by Premier 
Gamal Abdel 


Nasser and Eugene Black, Ameri- 
can president of the World Bank, 
after a series of conferences.

prisoners. His com- 


manding officer had said to him: 
''¥ou'll never be 
killed in 
the 


air." He seemed 
to 
have 
a 


charmed life, 


When I asked him how he 
ac- 


counted for such 
an experience 


he replied, shyly: "I guess 
some- 


one at home was praying/1 


I knew that boy's mother, 
a 


supremely good 
woman. 
Her 


prayers 
surely, would 
prevail 


with God. it 
anybody's 
could, 


Nevertheless the incident set 
me 


thinking about prayer as 
I had 


never quite thought 
about 
it 


before. 


What about 
those other boys, 


who went down to death" in flam- 
ing planes? Was 
there no mother 


praying at home 
for them? Did 


God care? Or did 
HR 
protect 


only those for 
whom 
someone 


prayed? 


There is, of course, 
the larger' 


question of all Providence con- 
cerning life and death —the mys- 
teries that seem 
to have no an- 


swer. 
But 
about 
prayer, 
it 


seemed to me that there must bo 
something more 
than the 
fact 


that 
"someone at 
home 
was 


praying."

himself.

cated life. So many'people ; think

There seems a 
certain justifi- 


cation for this in the Parable 
of 


the Importunate 
Widow in Luke 


18; 
but over . against this 
one 


must 
put the 
pain words 
of 


Jesus in M'atthew 
6:5-15,

cially verse 8. The point of 
the 


Parable In Luke 18 
is not that 


God is like 
that 
unjust judge, 


moved by importunity, but 
that 


as a 
just and loving God

reveals His 
will, to those

earnestly seek Him. 


Prayer is a life, a relationship, 


and not just a matter of formal 
words' and requests. Prayer,

paraphrase the

Ike Anxious to 
Prevent Middle 
East Trouble 


By bONALD J. GONZALES 
WASHINGTON (UP) 
— Presi- 


dent Eisenhower declared 
today 


that he will do everything within 
his constitutional powers to pre- 
vent an outbreak of hostilities 
in 


the Middle East. 


Mr. Eisenhower also told 
his 


news conference there is always a 
faint hope that his correspondence 
with Soviet Premier Nikolai Bui- 
ganin may develop something of 
peace value. 


This possibility exists, the Pres- 


ident said, as long as 
his ex- 


changes with Bulganin are what 
he described as non-bitter. 


The President's determination to 


do everything possible 
to 
avert 


further conflict in the Middle East 
was expressed when a 
reporter 


asked him for an assessment of 
stopping or avoiding conflict as a 
result of his talks with 
British 


Prime Minister Sir Anthony Eden. 


The President noted that 
U.S., 


British and French diplomats will 
meet 
at the State Department 


this afternoon to determine what 
measures can be taken 
in 
the 


Middle East either inside or out- 
side the United Nations. 


Mr. Eisenhower then said that 


everything he could so constitution- 
ally do prevent an 
outbreak of 


hostilities in 
the 
Middle East 


would be done. 


He did not elaborate, but some 


observers believed that he thus 
left the way open for strong ac- 
tion, apparently including military 
force if necessary. 


There have been unconfirmed re- 


ports 
that 
the 
administration 


might ask Congress for standby 
authority to use force in the Mid- 
dle East Arab-Israeli crisis. But 
this possibility is not under active 
consideration at this time. 


Administration officials said ear- 


lier that 
the U.S., British and 


French diplomats meeting this af- 
ternoon will consider quick use of 
United Nations machinery 
and 


possible 
military 
and economic 


sanctions to counter 
any large- 


scale hostilities in the Arab-Israeli 
dispute.

rate boost. 


Dr. Lawrence S. Knappen of 


Washington, testifying for the city 
of Little Rock, told the PSC that 
AP&L needs only a 4.59 return to 
maintain its credit standing.
